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Campus Violence 


The President’s Letter to Educators and College and 
University Presidents and Trustees. 
September 20, 1970 


The enclosed article by Dr. Sidney Hook is among the 
most cogent and compelling documents I have read on 
the question of campus violence. I commend it to your 
consideration, for I know that you share my deep interest 
in resolving the crucial problems which our colleges and 
universities are facing at this time. 


The heart of the matter—and of Dr. Hook’s thesis—is 
that the primary responsibility for maintaining a climate 
of free discussion and inquiry on the college campus rests 
with the academic community itself. As I said in my news 
conference in California in July, I hold this same point of 
view. 

Thus it is with concern that I have noted—as did 
Dr. Hook—the growing tendency of college administra- 
tors to place the primary blame for campus violence and 
disruption on the failure of government to solve all our 
major problems at home and abroad. I recognize that 
many deeply concerned students and faculty members dis- 
agree with governmental positions at the national, state 
and local level, but while government can and must accept 
and carry out its responsibilities in connection with policies 
which may be unpopular on college and _ university 
campuses, there can be no substitute for the acceptance of 
responsibility for order and discipline on campuses by col- 
lege administrators and college faculty. 

The university is a precious national asset, a place in 
American society where the rule of reason and not the rule 
of force must prevail. Those who cannot accept that rule 
of reason, those who resort to the rule of force, have no 
place on a college campus. Only when college adminis- 
trators, faculties and students accept and act on these 
premises will all of our universities again be able to go

about the vital and important work of preserving and 
expanding our cultural heritage and training the future 
leaders of America. 


I would appreciate receiving the benefit of your views 
on this vitally important subject.

This Award was created to serve as the capstone 
for all management improvement awards ‘and to em- 
phasize President Nixon’s Government-wide concern with 
better management and economy in Government.

Epwarp J. Hexman of Washington, D.C., Administrator of the 
Food and Nutrition Service of the Department of Agriculture, 
for coordinating a broadened and intensified attack on hunger 
in America which is reaching deep into previously untouched 
hard-core areas with new hope and new help. 
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Grorce M. Betx of Davidsonville, Md., Chief of the Criminal In- 
vestigations Division of the Department of Justice, for planning 
and directing an innovative enforcement approach for destroy- 
ing major criminal systems of narcotics and dangerous drug 
distribution. 

Crarence B. Gets of Minneapolis, Minn., Director of the Minne- 
apolis region of the Post Office Department, for introducing 
sound business and management procedures throughout his 
region resulting in the improvement of postal service, reduced 
operating costs, absorption of heavier mail volume, and im- 
proved employee morale. 

Burton W. Sitcock of Anchorage, Alaska, State Director for Alaska 
of the Department of the Interior, for progressive environ- 
mental management in preparation of the Alaska Fire Plan and 
development of stipulations for the proposed Alaska oil pipe- 
line right-of-way. 

Van A. WenTE of Bethesda, Md., Chief of the Systems Development 
Branch of the National Aeronautics and Space Administration, 
for the conception, planning, design, and successful implementa- 
tion of the first computer system of its kind to achieve practical 
operation in the on-line retrieval of scientific, technical, and 
management information. 

Harotp E. Harriman of Hillcrest Heights, Md., Assistant Director 
for Documentation and Procedures of the Department of Trans- 
portation, for coordinating the development and acceptance of 
an international bill of lading for all modes of transportation 
which will form the base for all trade and transportation 
documentation. 

Mrs. Caren C. Crampint of Clearfield, Utah, Inventory Manage- 
ment Specialist of the Department of the Air Force, for 
analyzing and demonstrating that technical requirements for 
modifying Minuteman missiles could be changed, saving the 
Air Force $6.6 million in fiscal year 1970. 

Lester W. PLuMty of Alexandria, Va., Chief Disbursing Officer of 
the Department of the Treasury, for increasingly effective 
management of a nationwide disbursing system which has 
accommodated a 60 percent increase in work volume, a 40 
percent decrease in manpower, and a 168 percent increase in 
productivity during the past decade. 

First LocisticaL CoMMAND of the Department of the Army for 
meeting the highest standards of economy and efficiency while 
engaged in direct supply support of combat in Vietnam. 

Vincent P. Barazzone of Vienna, Va., Project Coordinator of the 
Department of the Navy, for discovering means to prove out 
all critical elements in a major Navy digital communication 
system before the system was deployed worldwide, saving the 
Navy $15.6 million in fiscal year 1970. 

Tue Excess Property Procram of the Agency for International 
Development for completely restructuring and redirecting the 
operations of the Agency’s excess property operations in the 
face of a reduction in personnel from 134 to 49. 

Tue 437TH Mixitary Airtirt Wine of the Department of the Air 
Force for surpassing the high managerial standards governing 
the accomplishment of its global mission. 


All Federal agencies were invited by the Office of 
Management and Budget to submit nominations which 
were then reviewed by the President’s Advisory Council 
on Management Improvement. From the 81 nomina- 
tions, the Council, chaired by retired Air Force General 
B. A. Schriever, recommended to the President the 15 
individuals and groups to receive the Awards. 

In recognition of the fact that successful management 
Practice in Government often requires close coordination 
and teamwork, five of the 15 Awards went to groups 
ranging in size from small staff units to large 
organizational units. 

Each Award recognizes an exceptional contribution 
made during the past year toward reducing costs and 
mproving operating practices in the Federal Govern- 
ment. “The accomplishments of the individuals and 


groups receiving these awards exemplify the type of im- 
provements in governmental organization and operation 
sought by the President in his continuing commitment 
to more efficient service to the people,” stated 
George P. Shultz, Director of the Office of Management 
and Budget. 

The Awards ceremony will take place in the Presi- 
dential Ballroom of the Statler Hilton Hotel in Wash- 
ington, D.C., on September 21, 1970, during the first 
day of the 2-day Federal Management Improvement 
Conference. 

About 550 top-level management officials from 62 
Federal agencies will participate in the Conference. They 
will represent a cross section of the Federal Government 
from various parts of the country. The Conference is 
being sponsored by the Office of Management and 
Budget to help meet the need recently identified by the 
President “‘to provide for an interchange of ideas with 
responsible operating officials throughout the executive 
branch on opportunities for management improvement 
and appropriate action to achieve such improvement.” 

The Presidential Management Improvement Awards 
are in the form of plaques with the following citation: 


For achievement of outstanding improvements in 
Government operations. 
Your innovative skills and dedication exemplify 
the qualities which have made this country strong.

In addition to these Awards, Presidential Manage- 
ment Improvement Certificates have been granted to 66 
individuals and groups for their achievements and will 
be presented at separate agency ceremonies. 


Federal Trade Commission 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate 
David S. Dennison, Jr., To Be a Commissioner. 


September 22, 1970 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate David S. Dennison, Jr. to be a Federal Trade Com- 
missioner. The appointment is for a term of 7 years from 
September 26, 1970, Dennison will succeed Philip Elman 
whose term expires September 25, 1970. 

Dennison, 52, is a graduate of Williams College, 1940, 
and Western Reserve University School of Law, 1945. 
From 1945 to date he has been engaged in the private 
practice of law. He is a partner in the firm of Dennison 
and McGeough, Warren, Ohio, and an associate in the 
law firm of Carretta and Counihan, Washington, D.C. 
In 1957 and 1958, he served as a Member of the 85th 
Congress from the 11th District of Ohio. 

The Federal Trade Commission was organized as an 
independent administrative agency in 1915, pursuant to 
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the Federal Trade Commission Act of 1914. The basic 
objective of the Commission is the maintenance of free 
competitive enterprise as the keystone of the American 
economic system. The Commission is composed of five 
members, appointed by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. Appointments are for 
a term of 7 years. One Commissioner is designated by 
the President as Chairman. 

Dennison is married to the former Margaret G. Kroehle. 
They have two children, and maintain residences in 
Warren, Ohio, and Washington, D.C. 


Disaster Assistance for Arizona 


Announcement of Disaster Declaration Following Heavy 
Rains and Flooding. September 22, 1970 


The President today declared a major disaster for 
Arizona because of extensive damage caused by heavy 
rains from September 4 through 8 in the northeastern 
and central sections of the State. 

Governor Jack Williams, who requested the President’s 
action, said the rains and subsequent flooding caused 
severe and extensive damage to roads and other vital 
public facilities in the Little Colorado, Tonto, Has- 
sayampa, New, Aqua Fria, and Verde river basins and 
their tributaries. 

The Governor said that all political subdivisions af- 
fected are making maximum use of local resources to 
provide for public health and restoration of the damaged 
area. Those agencies are inspecting road damage, agri- 
cultural crop loss and damage and losses to U.S. forest 
facilities and Indian reservations. 

Ralph D. Burns, Regional Director of the President’s 
Office of Emergency Preparedness and Federal Coordi- 
nating Officer for this disaster, and his staff have been in 
the State working with Arizona disaster officials. Pre- 
liminary estimates by State and Federal officials of 
damages to public and private property exceed $7 million. 

Money allocated through the Office of Emergency 
Preparedness from the President’s Disaster Fund as a 
result of today’s action may be used to assist the State 
in such relief activities as: repair or replacement of es- 
sential public facilities, including sewer and water 
systems, restoration of damaged or destroyed roads, 
highways, and bridges, and channel clearance. 


Disaster Assistance for Colorado 


Announcement of Disaster Declaration Following Heavy 
Rains and Flooding. September 22, 1970 


The President today declared a major disaster for 
Colorado because of extensive damage caused by heavy 


rains on September 4 to 14, 1970, in the southwestem 
portion of the State. 

Governor John A. Love, who requested the President's 
action, said the rains and subsequent floods caused severe 
and extensive damage to essential public facilities as well 
as to homes, crops, businesses, and railroads in these 
counties: Archuleta, Conejos, Delta, Dolores, Hinsdale, 
La Plata, Mineral, Montezuma, Montrose, Ouray, Rio 
Grande, Saguache, and San Juan. 

The Governor said that all available State agencies 
have fully committed their resources and personnel to 
flood relief along the Animas, Saguache, and Rio Grande 
Rivers. These include the Colorado State Department of 
Military Affairs, of Highways, of Administration, Natural 
Resources, Health and Agriculture. 

Donald G. Eddy, Regional Director for the President's 
Office of Emergency Preparedness and Federal Coordi- 
nating Officer for this disaster, has been in the stricken 
areas with his staff, working with Colorado disaster 
officials. 

He reports that OEP has arranged for teams from the 
Bureau of Reclamation, Corps of Engineers, Bureau of 
Public Roads, Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare, the Farmers Home Administration, and Federal 
Water Quality Administration to make preliminary sur- 
veys of damages. These agencies are already providing 
some Federal assistance under their own programs and 
authorities. 

Money allocated through the Office of Emergency 
Preparedness from the President’s Disaster Fund as a 
result of today’s action may be used to assist the State 
in such relief activities as: repair or replacement of ¢s- 
sential public facilities including sewer and water systems, 
restoration of damaged or destroyed roads, highways, and 
bridges, and channel clearance. 


District of Columbia Courts 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate 18 Attorneys 
To Be Judges on the District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals and the Court of General Sessions. 
September 22, 1970 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate 18 Washington-area attorneys to be judges on the 
new District of Columbia Court of Appeals and the ex- 
panded court of general sessions. 

Qualifications of each of the 18 nominees were re- 
viewed and approved by the Committee on the Federal 
Judiciary of the American Bar Association. Appointments 
on both courts are for 15-year terms. 

Judges on the Court of Appeals will receive an annual 
salary of $36,000. Judges sitting on the court of general 
sessions will receive $34,000. 
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The President’s selections are the result of a 6-month 
search begun when the court reform bill for the District 
was moving through Congress. The bill—known officially 
as the District of Columbia Court Reform and Criminal 
Procedure Act of 1970—was passed last July 23 and 
signed into law at the Western White House on July 29. 


The legislation calls for incorporating the present D.C. 
court of general sessions into a new, higher level Superior 
Court in February 1971. Jurisdiction of the existing court 
is limited to misdemeanors and civil suits under $10,000. 
Asa Superior Court, it will handle both criminal and civil 
matters of general jurisdiction comparable to the highest 
trial court of a State. 


Judges on the Superior Court will receive a salary of 
$36,000. After the reorganization, judges on the Court 
of Appeals will receive $38,250 per annum. 

The addition of three judges and wider jurisdiction will 
expand and upgrade the former six-judge District of Co- 
lumbia Court of Appeals. The new court will be the equiv- 
alent of a State supreme court. When the reorganization 
is completed, decisions by the District of Columbia Court 
of Appeals will not be reviewable by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. Further appellate review would 
be by the Supreme Court of the United States. 

The three men nominated for the Court of Appeals 
are J. Walter Yeagley, Assistant Attorney General of the 
United States; Hubert B. Pair, acting Corporation Coun- 
sl for the District of Columbia; and Gerard I. Reilly, 
an attorney in private practice. 


Judge DeWitt S. Hyde was recommended for reap- 
pointment to the court of general sessions.

The President today announced his intention to nom- 
inate Dr. Sidney P. Marland, Jr., to be U.S. Commis- 
sioner of Education in the Department of Health, Ed- 
ucation, and Welfare. 

Dr. Marland, 56, holds degrees from New York Uni- 
versity (Ph. D., 1955) and the University of Connecti- 
cut (A.B., 1936, M.A., 1950). Currently, he is president 
of the Institute for Educational Development in New 
York City. 

Before assuming his post with IED in 1968, Dr. Mar- 
land was superintendent of schools in Pittsburgh for 5 
years. He was superintendent of schools in Winnetka, III., 
from 1956 to 1963, and held the same position in Darien, 
Conn., from 1948 to 1956. 

From 1941 to 1947, Dr. Marland served in the U.S. 
Army, rising to the grade of colonel. He was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Cross, Legion of Merit, and 
Bronze Star Medal for World War II service in the 
Pacific. 

Dr. Marland and his wife, Virginia, are the parents of 
three children, Sidney P. III, Pamela, and Judith.

The President today announced the appointment of 
Robert H. Finch, Counsellor to the President, and George

served previously as Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare.

The 26-member Commission was created in 1959 to 
maintain a continuing review of Federal-State-local rela- 
tions and recommend ways to improve them. The mem- 
bership is bipartisan and represents the Cabinet, both 
Houses of Congress, Governors and State legislators, 
mayors, elected county officials, and the public.

Goodwill Tour of the Apollo 13 
Astronauts 


Announcement of the Astronauts’ Trip to Europe as 
the President’s Personal Representatives. 


September 23, 1970 


The President has asked the Apollo 13 astronauts James 
A. Lovell, Jr., John L. Swigert, Jr., and Fred W. Haise, 
Jr., to visit Iceland, Switzerland, Greece, Malta, and Ire- 
land as his personal representatives. 

They will be accompanied by Mrs. Lovell and Mr. 
Haise. Swigert is not married. 

Included in this goodwill mission will be a visit to the 
21st International Astronautical Congress in Constance, 
Germany, where the astronauts will address the opening 
session on October 5. 

The astronauts will depart from Washington on Octo- 
ber 1 and return to the United States on October 15. 

Apollo 13 was launched April 11, 1970, with the objec- 
tive of landing on the moon on April 21. However, the 
rupture of an oxygen tank during Apollo 13’s flight to 
the moon resulted in an emergency return to earth after 
going around the moon. Landing in the Pacific Ocean was 
on April 17.

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United States-Mexican Treaty on 
Archaeological and Historical 
Properties 


The President’s Message to the Senate Requesting 
Advice and Consent to the Treaty of Cooperation 
for the Recovery and Return of Stolen Properties. 
September 23, 1970 


To the Senate of the United States: 


I am pleased to transmit to the Senate, for your advice 
and consent to ratification, the Treaty of Cooperation be- 
tween the United States and Mexico providing for the re- 
covery and return of stolen archaeological, historical and 
cultural properties, signed at Mexico City on July 17, 
1970. 


In recent years the despoliation of archaeological sites 
in Mexico and thefts of art objects from churches and col- 
lections has reached serious proportions. The illicit export 
of national art treasures to art markets here and in Europe 
has become a matter of serious concern to the Government 
of Mexico. In 1967, when President Diaz Ordaz of Mexico 
visited the United States, it was agreed to explore possible 
methods of controlling the unauthorized movement be- 
tween the United States and Mexico of articles of ar- 
chaeological significance and historical value. 


The Treaty which has now been signed would provide 
for cooperation in law enforcement measures aimed at 
halting the depredation of historic sites and facilitating 
the recovery of stolen cultural properties. It would com- 
mit the United States and Mexico to employ the legal 
means at their disposal to recover and return to the country 
of ownership historical, cultural and archaeological prop- 
erties of outstanding importance to their national patri- 
mony which have been stolen and removed from one 
country to the other. In addition, the two governments 
would establish a framework to strengthen communica- 
tion between scientists and scholars in the two countries 
and to encourage archaeological research by scholars of 
both countries. The Treaty further contemplates the cir- 
culation and exhibit in each country of archaeological and 
historical properties from the other and a legitimate com- 
merce in art objects. 


The Treaty with Mexico should provide a strong deter- 
rent to the illegal export of stolen cultural properties as 
well as promote mutual understanding and appreciation 
of the artistic and cultural heritage of our two countries. 

I recommend that the Senate give early and favorable 
consideration to this law enforcement treaty.

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Termination of Nicaraguan Canal 
Convention 


The President’s Message to the Senate Requesting 
Advice and Consent to Convention Terminating 
the Bryan-Chamorro Treaty of 1914. 

September 23, 1970 


To the Senate of the United States: 

With a view to receiving the advice and consent of the 
Senate to ratification, I transmit herewith the convention 
signed at Managua on July 14, 1970, between the United 
States of America and the Republic of Nicaragua for the 
termination of the convention respecting a Nicaraguan 
canal route signed at Washington on August 5, 1914. 

For the information of the Senate, I transmit also the 
report of the Secretary of State with respect to the recently 
signed convention. 

Agreement to terminate the 1914 convention, popularly 
known as the Bryan-Chamorro Treaty, which entered into 
force on June 22, 1916, was reached after the two Gov- 
ernments had decided, following extensive consultations, 
that in light of changed circumstances and present-day 
needs it was time to reexamine the 54-year-old convention. 
The Government of Nicaragua wanted to proceed with 
plans for developing the San Juan River Basin, the pro- 
spective site for an interoceanic canal through Nicaragua. 
For its part, the United States Government, which had not 
exercised any of its rights under the 1914 convention, had 
concluded it was unlikely to do so in the future, particu- 
larly in view of the relatively high cost of constructing a 
canal on the Nicaragua route. 

Termination of the 1914 convention is a positive, effec- 
tive, and essential step in continuing the excellent rela- 
tions that have exisied between the two countries. 


It is provided in the new convention that, upon its 
entry into force, the 1914 convention shall terminate, with 
the consequence that all the rights and options accorded by 
the 1914 convention to the United States Government 
shall cease to have effect. Such rights and options include 
“the exclusive proprietary rights” in regard to the con- 
struction, operation and maintenance of a canal across 
Nicaraguan territory; leases to Great Corn Island and 
Little Corn Island; and the option to establish and main- 
tain a United States naval base on Nicaraguan territory 
on the shores of the Gulf of Fonseca. The United States 
has, as previously noted, never exercised any of the rights 
or options granted by the 1914 convention. 

I recommend that the Senate give early and favorable 
consideration to the convention terminating the Bryan- 
Chamorro Treaty.

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White House Fellows 


Announcement of Opening of Seventh Annual Program 
and Appointment of Director and Associate Director of 
the President’s Commission on White House Fellowships. 
September 24, 1970 


The White House today announced the start of the 
seventh nationwide search for outstanding men and 
women to serve as White House Fellows. Established in 
1964, the White House Fellows program is designed to 
give rising leaders one year of “firsthand, high-level ex- 
perience with the workings of the Federal Government 
and to increase their sense of participation in national 
affairs.” It is open to persons from all fields who are no 
less than 23 and no more than 35 years old, with the ex- 
ception of civil service employees. 

The fifth group of White House Fellows has just com- 
pleted their year-long assignments and a sixth group, the 
1970-71 Fellows, begin their duties this month. Of the 
new Fellows, one is serving on the White House staff, one 
is serving on the Vice President’s staff, one on the Na- 
tional Security Council staff, one on the Domestic Coun- 
cil staff, one with the Council on Environmental Quality, 
one with the Director of the Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity, and one with Secretaries of 11 Cabinet depart- 
ments. 

White House Fellows are directly involved in the work 
of their respective agencies and offices; special assign- 
ments given them can result in important program 
decisions. 

In addition to their jobs, the Fellows participate in an 
education program that includes informal discussions 
with top Government officials, scholars and journalists, 
and leaders from other segments of private life. The 103 
young men and women who have, to date, been selected 
as White House Fellows have included lawyers, scientists, 
engineers, corporate business executives and independent 
entrepreneurs, scholars and academic administrators, 
writers and journalists, medical doctors, social workers, 
architects and local public officials. The stiffness of the 
competition is such that the 103 Fellows have been chosen 
from over 8,000 applicants in the first 6 years. 

Leadership, intellectual and professional ability, and 
a commitment to community and nation are the broad 
criteria employed in the selection process. 

Applications for next year’s program will be accepted 
until December 1, 1970. Application forms and addi- 
tional information can be obtained from the President’s 
Commission on White House Fellows, The White House, 
Washington, D.C. 

The appointment of David C. Miller, Jr., and Thomas 
W. Pauken, as Director and Associate Director, respec- 
tively, of the President’s Commission on White House 
Fellows was also announced today. 

Mr. Miller, 28, and Mr. Pauken, 26, are the youngest 
men ever selected to head up the White House Fellows 
program. 


Mr. Miller was born in Cleveland, Ohio, and attended 
public schools there. A cum laude graduate of Harvard 
University, he received his Juris Doctor degree from the 
University of Michigan Law School in 1967. After sery- 
ing a year in Vietnam as a research associate, Mr. Miller 
was selected as a 1968-69 White House Fellow. During 
his fellowship year, Mr. Miller served under Attorneys 
General Ramsey Clark and John Mitchell. For the past 
year, he has served as a Special Assistant to Attorney 
General Mitchell. Mr. Miller is married to the former 
Mary Johnson Lake. The Millers have two children. 


Mr. Pauken is a native Texan and attended schools in 
Dallas, Tex. He graduated from Georgetown University 
in 1965 and received a fellowship to pursue graduate 
studies there. Mr. Pauken enlisted in Army Intelligence 
in 1967 and received a direct commission as a second 
lieutenant in 1968. He completed his tour of service with 
a year in Vietnam as a Field Intelligence Officer and Sen- 
ior Analyst for the Office of Strategic Research and 
Analysis. 


International Classification 
of Trademarks 


The President’s Message to the Senate Requesting Advice 
and Consent to the Nice Agreement Concerning the 
International Classification of Goods and Services to 
Which Trademarks Are Applied. September 24, 1970 


To the Senate of the United States: 


With a view to receiving the advice and consent of the 
Senate to accession, I transmit herewith a certified copy 
of the Nice Agreement Concerning the International 
Classification of Goods and Services to which Trademarks 
are Applied, signed June 15, 1957, together with an Eng- 
lish translation thereof, and a certified copy of that Agree- 
ment as revised at Stockholm July 14, 1967, together 
with an English translation thereof. I transmit also, for the 
information of the Senate, the report of the Secretary of 
State with respect to the Agreements. 

The organization set up by the Agreement is responsi- 
ble for establishing an international classification of trade- 
marks used in over 60 countries. It is important from the 
standpoint of the interest of trademark owners and from 
the standpoint of effective government administration 
of its trademark functions that the United States ac- 
cede to the Agreements so that it may participate as 4 
member in the organization. 

I recommend that the Senate give early and favorable 
consideration to the Agreements submitted herewith and 
give its advice and consent to accession.

Proclamation 4005. September 24, 1970 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


When Horace Mann gave up a fine legal practice and 
a promising position in the State legislature to take on the 

rly paid and obscure role of Secretary of the State 

Board of Education in Massachusetts, many of his friends 
thought he had made a terrible mistake. But Mann ex- 
plained his decision this way in a letter to his wife in 1837: 
“If I can be the means of ascertaining what is the best 
construction of {school]houses, what are the best books, 
what is the best mode of instruction; if I can discover by 
what appliance of means a non-thinking, non-reflecting, 
non-speaking child can most surely be trained into a noble 
citizen . . . if I can only obtain and diffuse throughout 
the state a few good ideas on these and similar subjects, 
may I not flatter myself that my ministry has not been 
wholly in vain?” 

Horace Mann went on to become America’s first great 
educational reformer. But the fundamental questions 
which he asked of his wife in 1837 are questions which 
great educators still ask in our day. How should we design 
and build our educational plants? How should we write 
our textbooks and other educational materials? What are 
the best modes of instruction? How can we best encourage 
a noble citizenry? These problems now demand answers 
that will be as appropriate in our time as Mann’s answers 
were in his. And the nation waits again for men who will 
“obtain and diffuse throughout the state a few good ideas 
on these and similar subjects.” 

The theme of American Education Week this year is 
“Shape Schools for the Seventies.”” That theme puts our 
challenge well. For the decade we are now entering will 
surely be a time of immense change in almost every area 
of life and learning. If we are really going to “Shape 
Schools for the Seventies,” then we must be ready to 
reshape them with greater imagination, greater boldness 
and greater energy than we have ever applied before. I 
have every confidence that the educators of America, 
working with parents, students and all Americans, are 
ready and able to meet this challenge. 

This work is particularly important at a time when im- 
patience with old forms is straining our social fabric in 
ways which we have never before experienced. At such 
a time, some even despair at the possibility of reform and 
a few have forsaken reason and discussion as the means 
of achieving change. It is imperative that we vigorously 
repudiate the counsel of those who preach despair and 
division and destruction. But it is also imperative that we 
vindicate those who vigorously affirm the possibility of 
orderly reform and who proudly work toward its 

achievement. 

We owe a great deal to the devoted educators of our 
country—those who served in the past and those who 
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serve today. They have built an educational system which 
has been a great source of national strength and pride. 
As they have pursued excellence and equality in educa- 
tion, they have fostered excellence and equality in every 
area of American life. They also represent a resource of 
incalculable value for the future. Because of them we can 
say with the German philosopher Leibnitz: “I have hope 
that society may be reformed when I see how much educa- 
tion may be reformed.” 


Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby designate the period 
of October 25 through October 31, 1970, as American 
Education Week. 


I urge my countrymen to engage during this week in 
earnest discussion and serious reflection on the challenges 
and opportunities which confront the American educa- 
tional system and on the ways in which our society can 
best respond to them. 


In Witness Wuereor, I have hereunto set my hand 
this 24th day of September, in the year of our Lord nine- 
teen hundred seventy and of the Independence of the 
United States of America the one hundred ninety-fifth.

dent” is hereby delegated as follows: (1) To the Civil 
Service Commission to the extent that such authority is 
with respect to the laws administered by the Commission, 
and (2) to the Secretary of State to the extent that such 
authority is with respect to the Foreign Service Act of 
1946, as amended.

The nine Governors will elect a Chairman from among 
themselves. 


The Postmaster General, who will be named by the 
Governors, will serve as the 10th member of the Board. 
These 10 members will in turn name a Deputy Postmaster

The Board of Governors was established by the Postal 
Reorganization Act of 1970, signed into law by the Presi- 
dent August 12, 1970. Within 1 year of this date, the 
Board is authorized to designate a time for the transfer of 
all powers and duties presently exercised by the Post Of- 
fice Department to the new Postal Service. The Postal 
Service will operate as an independent agency in the 
executive branch of the Government. 

The Board of Governors will oversee all practices and 
procedures in the Postal Service. They will direct and 
control expenditures in the Service and review the deci- 
sions of the Postal Rate Commission, which was also ¢- 
tablished by the Reorganization Act. 
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Strikes in the Transportation Industry 


Text of the President’s Letter to Senator Mike Mansfield, 
Senator Hugh Scott, Speaker John W. McCormack, 

and Representative Gerald R. Ford, Urging Enactment 
of the Emergency Public Interest Protection Act 

of 1970. September 25, 1970 


On February 27, 1970, I proposed to the Congress en- 
actment of the Emergency Public Interest Protection Act 
of 1970 to protect the public against the damaging effects 
of strikes in the transportation industry. Despite the high 
priofity assigned to this proposal, there has been no action 
by the Congress to create an effective alternative to work 
stoppages in this vital industry. 

Since I offered my proposal, two disputes involving the 
nation’s railroads and labor unions have reached a crisis 
point. In the first of these, all mechanisms of the Railway 
Labor Act have been exhausted, and the nation this week 
barely averted a shutdown of the rail transportation sys- 
tem. If negotiations in the next two weeks prove to be 
fruitless and a strike occurs, the only remedy at hand will 
be special legislation by the Congress addressed to the 
specific issues involved in this case. In the second dispute 
I exercised last week the authority conferred upon me by 
the Railway Labor Act to delay work stoppages when 
esential transportation services are in jeopardy. I ap- 
pointed an emergency board to investigate, thus achiev- 
ing an automatic stay of action by parties to the dispute 
for a period of 60 days. 

When that period ends, it is likely that the Congress will 
no longer be in session, and the nation’s rail transportation 
might be totally halted. Once again events have revealed 
the deficiencies of existing legislation for handling labor 
disputes in the transportation industry. This is precisely 
the kind of situation I sought to prevent when I proposed 
emergency legislation seven months ago. 

Now, I urgently ask the Congress to give immediate pri- 
ority to my proposed Emergency Public Interest Protection 
Act so that in the future transportation services essential 
to the well-being of the American people will not be 
subject to the threats and strains of recurring crises.

Executive Order 11562. September 25, 1970 


DEVELOPING AND CoorDINATING A NATIONAL PROGRAM 
FOR PuysIcaL FITNESS AND SPORTS 


By virtue of the authority vested in me as President 
of the United States, it is hereby ordered as follows: 


SecTION 1. Program for physical fitness and sports. The 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare (hereinafter 
referred to as “the Secretary”) shall, in carrying out his 
responsibilities in relation to education and public health, 
including specifically the health of children and youth, 
develop and coordinate a national program for physical 
fitness and sports. The Secretary shall: 

(1) Enlist the active support and assistance of indi- 
vidual citizens, civic groups, professional associations, 
amateur and professional sports groups, private enter- 
prise, voluntary organizations, and others in efforts to 
promote and improve physical fitness and sports partici- 
pation programs for all Americans; 

(2) Stimulate, improve, and strengthen coordination of 
Federal services and programs relating to physical fitness 
and sports participation ; 

(3) Encourage State and local governments in efforts 
to enhance physical fitness and sports participation ; 

(4) Seek to strengthen the physical fitness of American 
children, youth, and adults by systematically encourag- 
ing the development of community centered and other 
physical fitness and sports participation programs to en- 
courage innovation, improve teacher preparation, and 
strengthen State and local leadership; 

(5) Develop cooperative programs with medical, 
dental, and other similar professional societies to encour- 
age and implement sound physical fitness practices; 

(6) Stimulate and encourage research in the areas of 
physical fitness and sports performance; and 

(7) Improve school health and physical education pro- 
grams for all pupils, including the handicapped and the 
physically underdeveloped, by assisting educational agen- 
cies in developing quality programs to encourage innova- 
tion, improve teacher preparation, and strengthen State 
and local leadership. 

Sec. 2. President’s Council on Physical Fitness and 
Sports. (a) There is hereby established the President’s 
Council on Physical Fitness and Sports (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as “the Council”), which shall be composed of 
the President’s Consultant on Physical Fitness, who shall 
be the Chairman, and fourteen other members appointed 
by the President. The Council shall meet on the call of 
the Chairman. 

(b) The members of the Council shall receive no com- 
pensation from the United States by reason of their serv- 
ice on the Council, but shall be reimbursed for travel 
expenses, including per diem in lieu of subsistence, as 
authorized by law for persons serving the Government 
without compensation (5 U.S.C. 5703). 

Sec. 3. Functions of the Council. (a) The Council 
shall advise the President and the Secretary concerning 
progress made in carrying out the provisions of this order 
and shall recommend to the President and the Secretary, 
as necessary, steps to accelerate progress. 

(b) The Council shall advise the Secretary on matters 
pertaining to ways and means of enhancing opportunities 
for participation in physical fitness and sports activities 
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and on State, local, and private action to extend and 
improve physical activity programs and services. 

Sec. 4. Conference on Physical Fitness and Sports. (a) 
There is hereby established a Conference on Physical Fit- 
ness and Sports (hereinafter referred to as “the Confer- 
ence”), which shall be composed of one hundred mem- 
bers whom the President may from time to time appoint. 
The Conference shall meet on the call of the Secretary 
to assist him in carrying out his responsibilities under this 
order. 

(b) The members of the Conference shall receive no 
compensation or expense allowances from the United 
States Government by reason of their service on the 
Conference. 

Sec. 5. Assistance by Agencies. (a) The Secretary and 
the Council are authorized to request from any Federal 
department or agency information or assistance deemed 
necessary to carry out their functions under this order and 
each department and agency is authorized, to the extent 
permitted by law and within the limits of available funds, 
to furnish such information and assistance to the Secre- 
tary and the Council. 

(b) The Secretary shall appoint the Executive Direc- 
tor of the Council. Subject to law, (1) the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare shall furnish necessary 
staff, supplies, facilities, and other administrative services 
for the Council, (2) expenses of the Council shall be met 
from funds available to the Secretary, and (3) the Depart- 
ment may provide staff assistance to the Conference. 

Sec. 6, Continuity, (a) The Council established by this 
order shall be deemed to be a continuation of the Citizens 
Advisory Committee on Physical Fitness and Sports which 
has heretofore existed under Executive Order No. 11398 
of March 4, 1968, as amended. 

(b) The seal prescribed by Executive Order No. 10830 
of July 24, 1959, as amended, shall be the seal of the 
President’s Council on Physical Fitness and Sports as re- 
constituted herein. 

Sec. 7. Revocations. Executive Order No. 11398 of 
March 4, 1968, and Executive Order No. 11492 of Oc- 
tober 30, 1969, are hereby revoked. 

Sec. 8. Construction. Nothing in this order shall be 
construed to abrogate, modify, or restrict any function 
vested by law in, or assigned pursuant to law to, any 
Federal department or agency or any officer thereof.

It was also announced today that the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare has appointed C. Car- 
son Conrad as Executive Director of the reorganized 
Council staff. Mr. Conrad was Chief of the Bureau of 
Health, Physical Education, and Recreation for the State 
of California and author of the best selling publication 
“Adult Physical Fitness.” 

The Executive order reorganizing the Council was 
signed by the President today. It follows the recommen- 
dation of the Vice President that the Council be composed 
of lay professionals rather than Federal officials.

Veterans Day, 1970, is an appropriate time for all 
Americans to reflect again on the meaning—and the 
price—of peace and freedom. For this is a time when we 
pause to honor those Americans who have been willing 
to risk life itself in the service of these ideals—from Valley 
Forge to Vietnam. 

On an occasion like this, we feel the common bond 
which unites the American people across the centuries, 
We are reminded again that millions of Americans 
through the years have felt so deeply about our national 
ideals that they have been willing to set aside plans and 
hopes and friends and family to serve in the Armed Forces 
of the nation, We are proud to know that the spirit of sac- 
rifice and service continues to characterize our country. 

On this Veterans Day our thoughts are especially with 
those who have returned from the war in Vietnam and 
those who are still a part of it, with those who are held as 
prisoners and those who lie in hospitals, with those who 
are missing in action and those who died in combat. All 
of these men and women have proved themselves worthy 
inheritors of the great traditions which veterans of other 
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wars established and maintained. Though much has 
changed in our country through the decades, the selfless 
devotion of our fighting men has not changed. 

It is important that all of our servicemen and all of our 
nearly 28 million living veterans understand that there is 
something else which has not changed in this country: the 
gratitude and respect which the American people feel for 
them. These feelings are expressed in many ways—formal 
and informal, tangible and intangible. They find very 
concrete expression in the work of the Veterans Admin- 
istration, which is celebrating its 40th anniversary this 
year. Yet another way in which the nation acknowledges 
its debt to our veterans is its annual observance on Novem- 
ber 11 of Veterans Day, a legal holiday designated by the 
Congress and dedicated to the cause of world peace ( Act of 
May 13, 1938, 52 Stat.

Now, THEREFORE, I, R1cHARD Nixon, President of the 
United States of America, call upon the people of this 
nation to join in commemorating, with suitable observ- 
ances, Wednesday, November 11, 1970, as Veterans Day. 

As a mark of further respect for the veterans of this 
nation, I direct the appropriate officials of the government 
to arrange for the display of the flag of the United States 
on all public buildings on that day; and I request all gov- 
ernment officials to cooperate with civic and patriotic 
organizations in conducting appropriate public cere- 
monies throughout the land. 

It is my hope that on this day all Americans will offer 
special prayers for peace and for the safety of those who 
now serve in our Armed Forces. And let us all in silent 
tribute pay special honor to those who have paid the full 
price to keep our freedom alive. 

In Witness WueEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand 
this twenty-sixth day of September, in the year of our 
Lord nineteen hundred seventy, and of the Independence 
of the United States of America the one hundred ninety- 
fifth.

School Desegregation 


Text of the President’s Letter to Senator Ralph 
Yarborough, Chairman, Labor and Public Welfare 
Committee, and Representative Carl D. Perkins, 
Chairman, Education and Labor Committee, Urging 
Action on the Emergency School Aid Act. 

September 26, 1970 


I am writing to ask your help in obtaining action on 
the Emergency School Aid Act before the end of this ses- 


sion. This bill is one of the highest legislative priorities of 
the Administration. 

On May 21, 1970, I asked for this $1.5 billion jp 
emergency aid to school districts, North and South, un. 
dergoing desegregation either voluntarily or in compli. 
ance with court decisions. 

As an interim measure, the Congress appropriated $75 
million—half of my request for “start-up” money. More 
than 300 projects have been funded within only four 
weeks; these projects now demonstrate the urgent need 
for the full-scale legislation. At this rate of commitment 
the “start-up” appropriation will be exhausted by mid- 
October. But it is obvious that desegregating school dis- 
tricts will continue to need help. 

Almost universally, administrators, teachers, students 
and parents in those districts have already set for the na- 
tion an outstanding example of how difficult social 
changes can be achieved in our nation—without violence, 
State Advisory Councils made up of educators, business- 
men and other community leaders have given invaluable 
voluntary support to this effort. 

Public school desegregation this Fall continues to be 
an impressive example of what can be achieved by co- 
operation rather than coercion. Nearly 800 districts are 
changing from dual to unitary school systems—more 
than in any single year of the past 16 years since the first 
Supreme Court decision. But there is nothing automatic 
about this achievement. 

With desegregation proceeding thus far with such suc- 
cess, it would be a tragedy if Congress failed to authorize 
the broader legislation I proposed last May. Failure to 
act now would mean no additional funds for local school 
districts this year—when they are most needed. 

I should emphasize also that the legislation I requested 
would authorize far broader use of the funds than is now 
possible with the $75 million so far appropriated. It would 
encourage school districts, in the North as well as the 
South, to move forward on a voluntary basis to reduce 
racial isolation. 

While the Secretary of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare testified in detail on our proposal in early June, and 
while he has since then provided a great deal of additional 
information, the subcommittee has not yet reported the 
bill to your full committee. 

This legislation is designed to meet urgent needs affect- 
ing the education of our children; it has bipartisan sup- 
port. Therefore, I urge you to do everything in your power 
to bring this bill to the floor for action at the earliest pos- 
sible time in this session of the Congress.
